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z Ood Coſin;I hauereceiued 
yourletter of the firſt of this 

@ preſent, writtE in aſpirittoo 
d derogatiuefrom the honors 
and innocence of the Ap- 
T pcalant-Prieſts, & ſuperero- 
gatiucin the praiſe of Ieſu- 
"  1ts, as it were aboue Teſus. 

Wherein you ſhew your ſelfe vncharitable in the 
one, immoderate in the other, vncatholicke in 
each. But perhaps you holde your ſelfe herein 
excuſable, as being ſo affected either in obedi- 
enceand reuerence to, and of your ghoſtly Fa- 
ther (who happily isaleſuit) or in reſpe& you 
are willing'to tunne with the greatetnumber. If 
the firſt; rake itwith you that theTefuits inthis 
caſe of the Appeale, are Principals on the one 
partie,& fo in tuſticetobe thought parriall: ifthe 
other, what ſo crresas the moſt 2 You arc (good 
Coufin)to captiue yourfences rather'to the Pect- 
e&, then to the Number of any obieR,and fo farre 
forth to iudgeyourſelfe in the right or wrong,as 
youapprehendthe ſameright or wrong : and to 
runne with thomoſt: (making os your ground) 
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is very vulgar. True it is, thatto erre with autho- 
ritic is lefle ſhame , though no leſle blame, and 
therefore your better excuſe may bee vpon Mai- 
ſter Arch-prieft ; which notwithſtanding is alſo 
vnatiowable in this caſc, both forthartthe Apo- 
ftle wils vs, that Sera:tus noitra [it rationabihs, and 
likewiſe foraſmuch as Maiſter Arch-prieſts au- 
thoritic was both obtained finiſtcrly ex parte of 
the Procurers,though not of his Holines graunt, 
andit as factioutly adminiſtredeuer ſince, The 
ground of which faction began ſince our good 
Cardinals death, firſt of all in Wisbicb, wherethe 
Icſuits being taught vind/da diuina; Aemulari cha- 
riſmatameliora then iuriſditionouer the ſecular 
Clergie (they being religious, and ſo within the 
compaſllc of an expreſſe Canon to the contrarie 
of ſuch ſubordination) hauc ſince procured this 
Arch-prieſtſhip by fleight and ſurreption at his 
Holineſſe hands,and inueſted it in Maiſter Blacks 
well trorhcir vſe. This is that man, who to ſhewe 
himſelfe no lefle gratefull to thoſe Fathers his 
Founders for ſuch his office,then hee hath ſhewn 
himſelfe moſt glad and greedie of the ſame, hath 
by auowing their wrongs againſt the Appea- 
lants,notably preiudiced the Catholicke Church 
of late here amongſt vs,and like an vngentlebirde 
berayed his owne neſt. Whereby both for the 
one andrtheorher, he hath brought himſcife to 
bealſoa triable partie together with them at the 
Apoſtolike barre; who cHe (had he been the man 
hee ought). might for all the blemiſh of his au- 
thorifing,haue been admitted of both parties for 
competent V mpier betwixt them of al __ 
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But ſce what a thing Ambition is, and how ſer- 
uill are the obligations that it makes. Herehence 
isall the Catholicke Church on fire amongſt vs 
at this inſtant,whiles the Ieſuits hauiog offred the 
wrong, maiſtcr Arch-prieſt in obſequious corre- 
ſpondence tothem forbeing ſuch their creature, 
maintaines that wrong againſt his own brothers, 
ſo much againſt all nature is his loue rather in a(- 
cent then deſcending. 

Herehencehaue proceeded his thundring ſuf- 
penſions, and preiudiciall decrees againſt them, 
to the intanglingin athouſand ſcruples the con- 
ſciences of the ignorant, and lefle learned fort of 
Catholickes; herehence the bandiyng of lay and 
cleargic one againſt another throughout the 
Realme,; herehence the vnchriſtian. calumnics, 
and reproches, together with the withdrawing 
of wonted charitie onthe Teſuits partie, or rather 
their more & moredrawing to them by fat fraud 
and rapine, que ſ«a s jou, non que dei. Biicke ; here- 
hence is proceeded the lamentable domage toall 
our Church,both in her former and future fruits 
amongſt vs, for which all Proteſtants (being the 
Chorus hereunto) lowdlic laugh vs to ſcorne, 
Whiles (God he knowes)theſe good Fathers the 
Appealants in their wiſdomes and charitie can 
aduiſe no fitter meanes to right all theſe ſcandals 
together with their innocence,then their preſent 
appeale, being taught by former experience how 
that to compremize- aggricfes amonglt thefelues 
here at home, or to ſend priuatelie- to: Rome a- 
bourthe fame, is but to make the Teſuits way to 
farthermiſcarriages, and giue their infolencics 
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the more ground: whiles namelic father Cowback 
theirbrotherſerues themas goaler for our com- 
—_—_ at Rome,and herein England M. Arch- 

rieſt is no head ouer them to checke their exor- 
bitance, butat their curtefie (they hauing made 
him that head heis)but he rathera votary Fautor 
ofall their mifdbings, whereby they reſt here a- 
mongſt vs the moſt lawles and incorrigible men 
in the world. 

But oh(ſay ſome of them) there is a General of 
our order,called Aqua-vina,who vpon complaint 
tohim, is to order vs in any part of the world 
whereſocuer, if we miſdoe. Forſooth, a goodlie 
reference : an Italian man liuing in Rome, tobe 
complained vnto of wrongs done here in EFng- 
lind, which were a matter both exceeding 
chargeable and hazardous, in regard of the dt- 
ſtance betweene,and likewiſe vnlikelie of due re- 
dreſſe,he being no whit Engliſh, nor otherwiſe 
competent for the ſame. Beſides,thatſuch com- 
plaintsto be carried to the Teſuirs General by our 
Prieſts, were to thrall the Eccleſiaſtical libertie to 
theiriuriſdiction,in that itmightſeeme Menitio 
Anthoritatis to them(being religtous) which were 
abſurde. "COIN "1 

Seeing then the Teſuits here in England haue 
no other lawe nor awe in their carriages then 
their owne conſciences, it is nomaruel] if they 
Haue ginen theſe ſcandals, eſpecially hauing two 
fuch Patrons,the one heere, the other at Rome, as 
aforeſaid. Yet, who would cuer haue thought 
that in 4 Religious ſocietic, © titularly profeſ- 
fingTeſusaboucall other Chriſtians, there _ 
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have bin found ſo notabiles perenſſores Cleri ? Was 
it fit (trow yee) fora Religious perſon,ſo vncha- 
ritably,and ſo vnlearnedly, as hee hath doney to 
taxe by libell ſo many reuerend Prieſts as thirtie : 
I may ſay one hundred, fo deepely in their repu- 
tations,as by expreſſe tearmes of Schiſme,Rebel- 
lion,&c. to the Catholicke Church? And fur- 
ther, after a pacification of the ſaide ſcandall 
(whereunto the good men though much to 
their priuate preiudice,yet forthe generall 

of the Church were willing) another ofthe fame 
ſocietic with many other their fautors at their 
inſtigation to reuiue the ſame ſince to the paſſe 
itis now.come © Or were. the Prieſts ſoincorri- 
giblemen, as (were it true that they were Schif- 
matickes, Rebels, &c.-) there was no. priuater 
mecanes left to reclaime them, norno charitic 0+ 
ther then by libell: they offering to purge them- 
ſelues of ſuch imputations by diſputation,which 
was denied them by maiſter Arch-prieſt, as atu- 
multuous requeſt. Againe,if they wereſuch, yet 
whathada lecſuit to doe to cenſure them, being 
no head buta member, and that not of theirs, but 
of anotherbodie, and but onelie a borrower of 
their jnftitution and honours in- comming thus 
to Enzlands vinyeard, their owne not being ſo 
worthie? Surely, the Iefuit thoughtthat Proprey 
quod numquodgye tale, &r illud magis tale , that 
Maiſter B/ackwelhauing his authority from them, 
4 fortiore hee'might adminiſter the ſame.” Beit ſo, 
yet was it not competentlie, nor condignely ad- 
miniſtred in that: manner, as by a libell ſo def- 
pightfull, and {6 vnlearned;'as forthe ynlearved- 
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nes whereof, I can(ſure)make no other of it,then 
panam peccatt to the authour. tor the ſpite. Had 
he bin borne into the world with recth & nailes, 
his ſpirit could not haue beene more Satyricall, 
nor yet his rearmes through malice more vn- 
ſcholleriike. And tor ſuch the learned vniuerſirie 
of Paris hath cenſured the tra both to the Au. 
thours and the Fautors diſgrace, 

Greatlie therefore was Maiſter Arch-prieſt to 
blame to giue it cofitenanceatthe firſt;but more, 
fince the ſaid cenſure. Who buthee would have 
ſhewed himſfelfe ſo abiet minded for office, not 
procurable,butalready procured as toengage his 
exiſtimation4n ſo foule a defence of but his Bc- 
nefactors againſt his owne brothers, & ſo famous 
anvniueriities Call yee this either in the one or 
the other fraterna corredtio? is this vna or alters 
edmonitio?is this Dic eccleſie? wherby ſo vertuous, 
folcarned;and ſo manic Confeſlors of Chriſt to 
beatonce denounced, as Erhnicks & Publicans? 
Could the Fathers aduiſe vpon no worthier re- 
uenge = the Appealants for their concur- 
ring with God almighties miracle againſt their 
ambitionin W1iſ{sbich, wherein to make vic of the 
Arch-prieſtſhip, then thus by Libell ? Or could 
Maiſter Arch-prieſt alſo againſt the ſame parties, 
for their not acquainting him with their counſel! 
concerning aſubordination to be porcured from 
Keme (hee weening himſclfe worthie to haue bin 
not onelie a partie in that conſult, but the verie 
head and ſoule thereof, as ſhould ſeeme by his 
Concaleat flomacho vnto them ſince)be ſo groſſe in 
hisxcuenge, as to ſupport ſucha libelr. Ah poore 
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aduiſe, or rather too prodigall ſpice. Ceaſe 
(Colin) - ceaſe. henceforth.thoſe your Fathers 
their equiuocationto the world, whereby vnder 
colour that the Arch-pricſt is a ſecular-Prieſt, 
they would haue his authoritie thought to ſhine 
but oblique toward their Societie, and too dire 
roward the Seminaries, in matters that may ariſe 
indifference betweene them, ſeeing both his at- 
taindour to that dignitie was ex profeſſo procured 
by their meanes ;and butinterpreratuuely by the 
Prieſts (as their Agent himſelf: hath confeſt) as 
alſo his homely adminiſtration thereof in thus a- 
uowing their libell, and other his parriall carriage 
in their bchalfes againſt them cuer ſince aſſeuers 
the contrarie. But huitns eff daminus,c7 iuſta indicia 
ens ; the Blacke-well or | 4 digged for 
others, themſelues are fallen into ; being like to 
learne crelong whatirt is' CHenteri in ſpiritum-ſan- 
#nm,'as too flatlythey.havedone in abultng the 
Apoſtolike Sea, byſuchth cir interpretatiue: col- 
loguing withitfortheſaid Authoritie toward the 
maintaining of libell and faction. Which never 
theleſle foraſmuch as it was well graunted by his 
Holineſſe,though ill obtained by them (he do- 
ing it in opinion: of their honeſt information 
whereof they failed) I liſtnot hereto diſpute it 
with you, but inreuerence to Roweadmitit with 
all faults in full force and vertuc, ſeeing the Ap- 
pealants themnſelues  ( being the parties moſt 
wronged) haue ſo done, not doubting but his 
Holineſle. (as hee is wholy Clement) will vpon 
due information aſwell touching the ſaid Autho- 
ritie, as other theiraggricfes therewith complai- 
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ned, right both them in eſpeciall, and all our 
Church in generallagainſt che Icſuits, and Arch- 
pricſt, happily with the demolition of that Arch 
erected on ſo muddica foundation.Suffice it,that 
inthe mcanetime we hold ſuch an Authoritie fit 
enough for ſuch a manner of adeption, and ad- 
miniſtration; and too preiudiciall both to the pre- 
fent ſtate of our Church, and the future of our 
Countrey:andasfor his auowiie of thelibel,the 
{ameto be both vnclerkly, and vnnaturall ; yea 
and ſchiſmaricall in him, fubic& to farre more ſa- 
tisfations as well to all our Church, as tothe 
Complainants,then he and+his ewelue Aſſiſtants 
zre cucrable to make. Such a donſen to ſuch a 
thirteenth was neuer feenc inthe Church of God 
to this day,eitherfor Eccleſiafticall or ciuill facti- 
on ;but what ſhall ſay © Imparum infida amicitie, 
and therefore like head,like hornes. And where- 
in may we comfort vs, butto thinke that (in his 
Holineſle prouidence) ſucha head of faction will 
not long holde. Ir is but our patiences of the 
Laytic in the meane time, by the example of our 
Ghoſtly Fathers the Appealants and our zealous 
vnion with them againſt ſo foule a ſcandall. The 
firſt,though the Teſuits and Arch-prieſt derideas 


a vertue perforce (they for their parts not broo- 


king to be forced to any vertue)yet the latter hap- 
ty they may rue. As for Patience, it is certaine 
that Father Cowbachasking the two meflengers at 
Rome his Priſoners vpon what hope of friends, or 
countenance they came thirher about ſuch a bu- 
fines ;and they anſwering their Innocence _ 
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them and ſuch theiranſwereto ſcorne. Enen fo 
likewiſe Maiſter Arch-prieſt here athome. Oh, 
(faith he by bis Agents)cannor Seminary Prieſts 
profeſling ſo _ a ſpirit of perſecution and 
Martyrdome tor Chriſts cauſe (as they doe in 
their very inſtitutio)put vp ſome wrong for Ieſus 
ſake. Truely yes: were itnotthat in caſcs of ſcan- 
dall Beatins ci non dare quam accipere (howſocuer 
the Ieſuits in money marters holde itother) and 
alſo,ſo long as the perſecution proceeds not from 
a ſocictie of Teſus, and in Icfus name; a name 
which hath alwaies throwne out diuels, neuer 
brought inany. Itis no waics fitthat ſo glorious a 
name ſhould be thus abuſed.as to be made vic of 
ex parte dati ſcandali : and more tolerable were 
euen murder at an enemies hands then at a bro- 
thers, moſt of all at a Fathers, ſuch as all Teſuirs 
(though bur ſcore-yearlings) call themſclues. 

Haue the Seminaries bred vp Maiſter Blrckwel! 
and his douſen Aydants,thus in ſtcede of being 
themſelucs Martyrs to martyr others * And whar 
others 2 Their own Brothers: and how ? In Iefus 
name. Good Cardinall 4a» neuct founded the 
Seminarics for ſuch impictie, nor yet endowed 
he them by his Prefidence with ſuch a ſpirit,who 
(doubtlefſe) were he now aliueand ſawe this dif- 
figure in his broode from his inſtitution ſo all of 
loue,ſoallof charitic,would fcarſe know irtobe 
his, or knowing it would weepe falte teares, and 
repent himatthe heart chat euer he coupled Teſu- 
its therewith, who euenin his life rime began ro 
diſtaſte their factious faſhions, and namely nota- 
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little reaſon haue the Seminaries to ſhew them- 
{clues ſomute and neurrall toward their Appea- 
lant-Brothers in this buſineſle, as moſt of them 
haue done till now ot late, ſeeing that cuen as 
ſuch,the Libeller (if they market) aſſeuers them 
tobe nolefle ther Rebels too, much lefle ſo very 
oppoſiteas many of them are, and norably the 
twclue Afſiſtants,of whom not one (thatT heare) 
is a partie forthem : little reaſon (I ſay) hauethey 
ortheſeto be fuch, conſidering thattherein they 
betray their owneand the Seminaries honours 
wholy tothe honouring of the Teſuits, and forget 
that zmplicite eucry one of themſclues in particu- 
lar isinuolucd in theſame difgrace. For, to.haue 
it ſpread throughoutall the Chriſtian world, that 
thirty Engliſh | rhe are at oneclap become 
Schiſmaticks, Rebels, &c. to the Catholicke 
Church,whatablot will itbeaſwell to all thatare 
of thenurſeric,as of thenumber 2 and in eſpeci- 
all, how much may it contriſt the holy Ghoſt o- 
uer the Seminaries, and alfo iuftly alien from 
them their benefaQors were ſuch a ſcandall true? 
Namely, the Popes Holinefſe how deepely may 
he fecleitin his Apoſtolike and paternall ſpirite. 
Whereas on the otherfide it not being trae, that 
ſo many,yea or any of the Libelles are ſuch Schiſ- 
matickes, Rebels,&c. to our holy mother as the 
libeller doteth, how heartily ought the whole 
bodie,and all the members of the Seminaries ap- 
plaude the fame, and vnanimoufly concurre to 
propulſe the reproch. But (alas) too many of 
them (weſee) are bought and ſoldeto the Teſu- 
its thus from their brothers, andtheir owne ho- 
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nors ; they hauing the Ecclcſtaſticall purſe of our 
Countrey wholy in their pocket, like the Ste- 
ward in Scripture, who betrayed his and our 
good Lordand Maſter,and thele others ſodeic, 
nay abiet mindes. For, were they truly zcalous, 
itwere poſſible cnough tor ther to hold out a- 
gainſt the double perſecution (to wit) both that 
of the Proteſtant,and this ofthe Icſuits and Arch- 
25-505 and for their brethren,eſpectally ſuch 
rethrenas (without offence be it ſpoken)are the 
very creame of our Clergie. Not that I thinke a- 
ny of them ſo vnlearned,no not of the Aﬀeitants, 
(who itſeemes were moſt called to the place for 
their inſuffhiciencies, though in faith ſufficient e- 
nough forſuch employment) as to iudge the Ap- 
pealants Schiſmaticks,&c. by the booke, where- 
by to be parties againſtthem, or neuters ; but on- 
ly of mcere puſillanimitic. This Mammon is ſuch 
a Monarke, that it bribes and bridles all but Ca- 
puchines, tainting their humours and honours 
both ; eſpecially where Authoritic concurres, as 
in this wrong of the Icſuits Maiſter Blackwels 
(ſuch as itis) doth, who whom thcir largefle al- 
lures, or parfimonie not, his Authoritic makes 
goodin each. For, as for his lateanſwereto the 
Appealants booke, that importcth no fuch rea- 
ſon or ſatisfation why they ſhould thinke his 
proccedings,and conſequently their partic there- 
unto any waies iuſt againſt their brethren, itar- 
euing onely a meecre oſtentation of his Arch- 
prieſtſhip, and a bare Ipſe dixit, and nothing elſe , 
fo full is eucry linebefides ofabſurditiesand con- 
traditions as touching the matter ; onely the fay- 
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ings of the Doors hee hath therein not vſed, 
whereby nor abuſed, which is a maruell, 

Great pittie therefore it is, anda ſcandall; our 
Cleargic (which for being a perſecuted Clear- 
gic ſhould be the more vnite as - antiperiſteſin) 
to be found guiltic in this caſe ſo much concer- 
uing their honours, of that vice which the Scot 
noteth nationall and naturall to our people (that 
i5) like dogges all to take part with the injuring 
doggeagainſt the iniured, or rather not like hogs 
(which quoth hethe Welchmen are)to aydethe 
fugitiue and weaker hogge againſt the ſtronger, 
Great pitie likewiſe and a ſhame it is vnto our 
Seminaries, who being Luminare maius in our 
Fermament then the Ieſuirs, they notwithſtan- 
ding to eclipſe and obnubulate them therein, 
by diſſeuering them, as thus by libell they haue 
done. Briefe,that Ieſuits who in their inſtitution 
are but Confeſſors (vz.) but Graduates, Beſoos 
and Proficients towarde perfection, ſhoulde 
dare fo baſely to blemiſh the Seminaries, whoſe 
inſtitution is far more hautie(vz.) Paſcere greeem 
and ponere animas ſuas pro ewibus ſuis, which im- 
plies perfeionalreadieacquired;as,then which, 
muiorem charitatem nemo habet: they (I ſay) to ble- 
mith them ſo libellioufly as is ſaid, not onely by 
ſeucring them thereby one from another, bur 
(which worſe is) by ſetting them one againſt | 
another. 

Is Chrifts ſupreme Vicar in earth a ſecular 
Clearke,yea,ſo farreforth fecular, as being once 
choſen out of a Monaſticke-order to that Sea 
(for a Icſuit Pope neuer yet had yee any ) 
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ſtraight his Monaſticke-nature dies. And alſoare 
all Biſhops vnder him in the Vniuerſall Church 
fuch,whereby they haue authoritie (as ſuch) to 
viſitand correR the religious perſon, and notthe 
religious them; that thus the religious ſhould in- 
ſult ouer our Seminaries (being likewiſe ſuch) 
and that without encounter, nay with their own 
aſſents? I ſpeake it bokdlie,and I hope; abeſt inui- 
4ia verbs; not ſo glorious by ods is the Teſuirs ſo- 
cictie as the Seminaries,cither for inſtitution, or 
practiſe(eſpeciallic pratiſe here in our countrie) 
whatſocucr itbe elſewhere. Forthe inſtitution, 
asafore is touched; for practiſe, as for example. 
Shew yee mee from Father 7gnativs time their 
founder to this day (which is now well nigha 
hundredyeeres fince)halfeſo many Martyrs tho- 
roughout the whole world inall that time of the 
Socierie, as haue beene of our Seminarics within 
theſe thirtie yeeres here in our countrie: omit- 
ting thar eucn to this day, there is not ſo much as 
one Canonized Saint ofthe order, Confeſlor,or 
Martyr, no not their founder himſelfe: whom 
neuerthelefſe with a great manie moe of the So- 
rietie,I reuerentlie thinke to be ſuch,and as ſuch, 
doeveric humbly commend meto their praiers, 
Which defetof honour to their Order (which 
all other religious Orders haue) they would ex- 
cuſe by ſaying(as ſome of them haue done) that 
the Canonizing of Saints is but a ſuperfluous 
ompein the Church, which may veric well be 
red. Wherein (ſurelie cofin) beſides thar it 
founds hereticallieand againſt Catholicke reli- 
gion, they haue little reaſon euen in morahrie, 
ſeeing 
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ſeeing that euery gallant Champion is well wor- 
thie of his Bay. And therefore as little reaſon 
haue they to beare themſclues ſo ſuperlatiuely a- 
boucall other holy Orders, were it but forthe 
Punciſine of the ſocietie, which blemiſh ro coun- 
eeruaile together with all other blemithes in it, 
they haue giuen it the name which is aboue all 
names,and holyaboueall holies, the name Ieſus. 
In which name wellI grauntthem they may 1uſt- 
ly and vitorioufly goe againſtall Gods enemies, 
but not againſt his triends eſpecially bearing no 
more croſſes along with them whereſocuer they 
goe,then we ſce they doe : querentes in moſt pla- 
CCS que ſua ſunt, rather then que Der, both wor- 
ſhip and wealth. Whereby they haue purchaſt 
them a hard opinion of all religious Orders, & 
uen ſo farre forth as to be written againſt by ſome 
of them in moſt parts of Chriſtendome ex pro- 

fee, and in particularare baniſht for ſuchout of 
allthe moſt Chriſtian Kingdome of France, asab 
fo for their Spaniſh faction there, where'for all 
their great meanes, and flattering Ballades of late 
made and exhibited to the King,they are notlike 
to.getin againe this yeare, nor yet the next, hee 
heating of their turbulent carriage berein Ext- 
land. Onely they holdeinhereand there withthe 
good Capuchines (being at oddes with all other 
grders and oftentimes among themſelues)which 
is.their greateſt credit,and which they may eaſtly 
doe, for that (as oneof thoſe good Friers on a 
time.confeſt) they. couct to haue all, and theſe 
nothing.' Vpon this grounde likewiſe it was that 
the cxcclicnt good Biſhop of Bambergein Germa- 

nie 
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nie being laboured vnto ſome fewe yeares agoe, 
by the importunat commendations ofthe houſe 
of Auſtrich, and other Catholicke-ſtates of the 
Empire, for their admittance into his moſtrefor- 
med dioceſſc, hean{wered ; no, I brooke no ſuch 
Quiddits. 

Toconclude then with that I began to ſay, 
ſeeing the Ieſuitsare a ſociectic ſo inferiourto all 
other religious Orders, and yet ambitioning a- 
boue them all in the bare nameof Teſus, ſcorning 
(belike) in thcir ſingularitic to bee called after 
their founder, hee Pr as yet no canonized 
Saint (as aforeſaid) and namely an Order farre 
inferiourto the Seminaries both for inſtitution 
and merit toour Church and Countrey (as alrea- 
dicis partly proued) though not in Pas 
from the Sea Apoſtolicke (wherein howſocuer 
otherwiſe they comeſhort in merits to other or- 
ders,it will be ſure to be neuera whit behindeto 
any) itis (Tay) great puſillanimitie in the bro- 
thers of the ſame,cedere ſo turi {o much,as to giue 
them the preheminence in our Countrey for ec- 
cleſiaſticall rule,cither in their owne name, or to 
their vſe, as Maiſter Blackwels is ; much more to 
ſuffer themſclues to be ſoinfamed by them as by 
flat libell, and which worſe is, by theirowne par- 
taking therewith. Is it not enough thatthe Teſu- 
its diſgrace and ſupplant them with their zizani- 
acsin thcirowne Colledges, liuing vnder their 
Ferrule, that they expzI| them thence at their 
pleaſures, that they beatcthem almoſt to death, 
buralſointheir Countrey they will affay thelike? 
and cucn not there manumize them from their 
C wrongs ; 
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wrongs ; Pharavhimſelfe being no longer cruell 
to the. Iiraclites, then whileſt they liued in his 
land, ſaye once, when in reuenge thereof the 
red Sea miraculoufly deyoured him, andall his 
hoſt. Is itnotenough that for cueryone Martyr 
of thoſe Fathers, there haue been twentic at leaſt 
of theſe Brothers to our Church, and yet they to 
vſurpethe honour of all, like the Spaniſh-Souldi- - 
our in the Lowe-countries, wha hath been al- 
waics the leaſt part in his Lieges ſcruice there, 
and yetthe moſt in the praiſe © Is not all this (I 
fay) anda greatdeale more of the Ieſuits vnkind- 
neſſes,and'vndeferuings both of our Seminaries, 
our Churchand Countrey, enough ;butneedes 
toal this they muſtaddelibelling vpon them too, 
forgetting that 2u7i dixerit.fratri ſus Racha is rews 
gehenneigns? Icould wiſh,andlT verily hope they 
will valewthemſeclues-aboue the Taponian, and 
other Indian Clergie, who know no other Pope 
then the Icſuits, and take their bare words for 
Canons. Atlcaſt I could wiſh that in this caſe of 
ſo reall reproch to their whole bodic,and preiu. 
diceto their Apoſtolike-harueſt in our vineyard 
here,they would (asT hope in Godthey will, ab. 
wring Mammon,andall other finiſter allure, and 
adiureof both Jeſuit, and Iefuited Arch-prieſt) 
joyne with their wronged brethren in a confi- 
dentand ynanimous defence,and not ſuffer their 
honours which is alſo their owne, ſo baſcly to 
be bandied out of our Church and Countrey , 
namely, by an intruding ſocictie, were it but in 
honour of their excellent Founder,our late Car- 
dinall, a man no whit inferiour to their Father 
Tanatins, 
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lenatizs,but ratherafore him inall manner of rare 
deſert tothe Sea-Apoſtolicke, for which hee was 
worthieto diea Peere of the ſame:4 fortiorethen, 
they being the naturall broode of our Engliſh 
Church ex traduce from Saint CAuguitine and 
Mellitns, continued rather then tounded by the 
faid good Cardinall to our Countrey in all this 
ageof perſecution. Surely (Colin) ratherthen 
this ſhall cometo paſſe through the indiſcreere 0- 
bedience,or rather puſillanimitie of the Semina- 
rics them(ſclues toward'the Icſuits ; there will not 
watit amongſt the Catholicke-laitie ſpirites to 
vndertake = defence, in honour both of our 
Church and Countrey, andnamely of the Ap- 
pealants our fo reucrend Patriots, and ghoſtly 
Fathers: who, though they for their parrs haue 
all this while been conteyt in their exceeding 
charitic, butto holde the buckler to their cares 
againſt the Societies blowes, yet theſe haply will 
not ſticke to returne them 'in their behalfes a 
ſound venny at leaſt. Yea, ſeeing thofe Fathers 
haue thus preſumptuouſly broken quartcr with 
ours, and that in our owne Countrey (they be- 
ing meereSpaniſh) let them either yer make a- 
mends (if atleaſt ir benot too late) orclie be ſure 
that they ſir faſt; for thar(ſa/#o the Appeale) they 
arelike to carrie as good as they bring, tor all our 

good Cardinall be dead and gone; ſuch being 

Lex talionis ; dens pro dente, vculns pro oculo : and a- 

gaine a meere morall juſtice, that Puiſquis que 

non licet loguitur que non lubet andiat. We Catho- 

lickes ſtanding as yet on the one fide of theRiuer 

(the Appeatedepending) andthe lefuits on the 
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other, I doe not doubt but God will giue vs the 
day when once we come to cloſing; orif not, at 
leaſt God ſhall loſe no honour by our foyle, ſo 
humbly will we all with our Appealant-Fathers 
yecld vs obedient to the diſgrace, and the Apo- 
ſtolicke Sea, which fſpirite (I pray God) they 
beare. The Socictic hath giuen ſcandals enough, 
and daily doth throughout all the parrs of Chri- 
ſtendome, which if they were but halfe made in- 
toa noſegay, would (I doubt not) yeeld fo vnfa- 
uoric ſent vnto Engliſh nofes, that we ſhould e- 
ſteeme ſuch lowers not worth the ſetting in Eng- 
lends garden. But this debt they may yet foreſtall 
if they will, and all harder meaſure that may 
therewith befallthem, by licking outthcir Racha 
ſo irreligiouſly written, and more impudently 
maintained againſt our Fathers, and withall ab. 
ſolue themſclues in ſo doing, from their reatus ge+ 
henne iznis, Well, ipſe viderint. They know ver 
well that Now djmittitur peccatum nf reflituatur of. 
latum, and that confeſſion of a fault is the leaſt 
part of Pennance, faue letting the wrong fall, 
which (weſce) they would now gladly doe, if 
that would ſerue the turne, but it will not; for 
tharas the French man ſaith: Desbender Farque ne 
guerit pas leplay: Townbend the bowe,heales not 
the wound. More charitie were it in thembya 
penitent confeſſion, though with the leſfe ſarif- 
tation (which once our Fathers for peace-ake 
would haue accepted) they to ſhame the Diuell 
rather then themſclues ſtill by the contrarie : for 
to ſtand vpon Puntocs in ſinne, eſpecially ſuch a 
finncas brings Schilme with it, whata ſhameis it 
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for a religious perſon in a perſecuted church, 
whothough it were no wrong at all, but nght 
thathe hath written, yet had he Saint Pawlesſpi- 
rit, who wiſhed Anathema eſſe profratribus ſais; he 
would not fticke to conteſle it a fault (though 
none) andalſo fatisfie for it as ſuch : much more 
Maiſter Arch-prieft (the matter _—_ bad) had 
he theſpirit of that good Pope,who ofan Arrian- 
Prelate (as he was) being by the ſtrong hand of 
the Empreſle Eudoxia(asIremembecr) exalted to 
the Sea Apoſtolicke, was no ſooner inueſted 
thcrin, but did ſtraightrenounce his Arrianiſme, 
and decree the Catholicke faith againſt it, had 
he (Tfay) bur halfe his fpirit,he would now in his 
authenticke authoritic doc both himſelfeand his 
brethren right in this matter againſt the Ieſuits 
his makers, howſocucr afore time he ſtoode for 
them inthe wrong. Butheisall for Gloria patri, 
andas for Fi{jo hee ſeemes the flat Arriane, for 
which great pitric itis,that Fratrum quogque gratis 
rarae#, Nay, hee that can penne expreſle Ser- 
mons, and vrter them openly in blemiſh of the 


. partie preſent (being a Gentlewoman of Nobili- 


ticin this land) which (as ſhe her ſelfe hath pro- 
teſted) was the onely cauſe of her turning Prote- 
ſtant : healfo that can by his letter expreſlely in- 
charge one of his Aſſiſtants (as he did) ro catum- 
niate and defame a certaine reuerend Prieſt by 
name (whom I know) he (I ſay) that can thus do, 
no maruell if ſuch aIudge beof counſeltroa Li- 
bell,and a countenance thereunto. No maruell 
alfoif hebcan vnfortunate Father to his ghoſtly 


children,as to one he was to my knowledge, and 
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thatIrue,; whoafrera long and worſhipfull con- 
feſſion of the Catholicke faith in the Towre of 
London and other priſons, inthe end fell vader 
his hand. Laſtly, no maruell it ſuch a one for 
want of good neighbours be faine to praiſe him- 
{clfe, as lately hee hath done, and that in the firſt 
place too, aforehis founder Father Parſons, in a 
certainetrat intituled Pius griefe, which by the 
confuſed huddle of the Doctors ſayings therein, 
and theſtile,is held to be his. 

Buttothe Teſuits againe. Dicomeam culpam be- 
ing their owneleflon, and ſo boyiſh a pennance, 
as they vic it, me thinkes they ſhould not ſhame 
to ſay it when it comes totheir turnes, as now 
throughtheir miſdoing itdoth ; much lefſe ſhuld 
they perſiſt ſo ſtiffe-necked in defenſione peccati, it 
being a finne in the higheſt degree againſt the 
holy Ghoſt. But ſeeing they doe ſo,as Sakng ra- 
ther toſhamethemſclues then the Diuell (ſuchis 
their charitie) truly (Coſin) I doe not ſee, but 
ſomelay-cauteric as well as the religious Appcale 
depending, is requiſite to be applied tothem (as 
aforcſaid) though better a greatdeale, and more 
meritorious were voluntaric pennance from the 
heart,then that which ſo perforcethey may haue 
cauſe to take to the heart. Some ſhew of grace 
they haue alreadie made in proffering a parley of 
peace to the Appealants bur it is indeede but 
grace in ſhew, nor gratiagratis data, but a meere 
ſcruile grace, extortedout of the juſt feare they 
haue of the Appeale (which by Braues nor by 
their great friendes they* ſee they cannot ſup. 
preſſe) and alſo for the high iniurie they _ 
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doneto Saint Peters chayre toucking the ſame; 
for which they are like to bee put to ſuch apen- 
nance ypon the iſſue thereof (I teare me) as be- 
fidesto he the Appealants faculties and honours 
reſtored vnto their innocence by the Apoſtolike 
Paſtor (which they haue taken away) theirs, and 
the Arch-prieſts vice verſa, to bee ſuſpended and 
attainted as Schiſmaticall, &c. In which pre- 
dicamcnt I am perſwaded they haue been ipſo 
fadto from the firſt : for which cauſe (for my own 
part, I aſſure yee Cofin) I make ita ſcruple in my 
conſcience to communicate with any of them in 
Sacraments till they be humbled, eſpecially the 
Icluits, holding it(as they do)law full vr ſcientia i 
confeſcione, as much to ſay asto make vie of mens 
Conteſſions, 

As for Maiſter Blackwell himſelfe (ſetting a- 
ſidethe libell which in the libeller was Schiſme 
primario and principaliter, andalfo in his brothet 
Father Cowbuck,for procuring himſelfe to be gao- 
ler at Rome, to the precurſor-meſſengers thither 
touching Eccleſtaſticall libertie, together with 
his diſmiſſing them in the end from thence vn- 
heard, diſgraced, yea, and with expreſſe prohibi- 
tion to returnetotheir countrey, and that with- 
outexhibition to liue elſe where) ſetting this a- 
fide which was exprefle Schifme in thein prima- 
140,was itnot (I pray) if not'Schiſme in Maifter 
Blackweli(for that he is ſince a receined ſuperiour, 
as may be obieted) at leaſt ſchiſmaricall in him 
fſecundarid, andas in vſe to Schiſmatickes,ſofarre 
forth in countenanceof tharlibell, to dilcounte- 
nancean Appeale made to his Holineſſe concer- 
aing 
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ningtheſame (all Appeale being intrinſet, Ag- 
nitio authoritatis in the higheſt degree to the Ap- 
peale, andthe greateſt Plea of Tuſtice both ciuill 
and eccleſiaſticall,that is, to diſcountenance it (I 
ſay)by ſuſpenſion of the Appealanrs faculties ſpi- 
rituall, andalſo their temporal! reliefe from their 
friends forthe ſame to interdit ſo honourable a 
cenſure as that of the Vniuerſitic of Paris was 
toward the forwarding of the ſame Appeale; to 
diſwarne the Appealants booke, being dedica- 
ted to his Holineſſe owne eye in the reall nature 
ofan Appeale, to be read of the Catholickes of 
our countrey as ſchiſmarticall, nay hereticall; to 
ſlaunderthe ſacred Sea with aflat lye, affirming 
that hee had receiueda reſolution from the mo- 
ther-Citic, againſt the ſaid cenſure of Paris to- 
ward the backewarding of the ſaid Appeale 
Briefe,to approue the tra of Schiſme, whether 
true or falſe againſt his Brothers, it being to the 
ſo greatand gencrall diſorder of our church both 
inthe Cleargie and in the laytie, eſpeciallic the 
libeles,beſceching him to call in the ſaid treaty fo 
diſparageable totheir reputation, and all the Se- 
minaries.together with their ſhewing themſclucs 
corrigible -/ their offer of diſputation , whe- 
ther it were {chiſme ornot,and his refuſall ofeach 
as aforeſaid £ Was notall this (I ſay)with a great 
deale more, 4 primo ad vitimum (chiſmaticall in 
him,as being to the diſunis of an vnited bodie; at 
leaſt Excommunication to him as in prejudice of 
ecclefiaſticall libertie(in whichnature al Appeale 
is)and(ſurc)flat ſchifme in them,w/z. the Teſuits, 
both for thatcauſe, and alſo for that by thei - = 
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libell they on their parts principally procured the 
ſaid diſuni6 in Gods church here amongſt vs, de- 
widingthe members therof one againſt another? 
Was not al this ſchiſme,& ſchiſmaticall in him,or 
them,or both, whether the Appealants be Schil- 
maticks or no: Which(verily)they are notiftheſe 
be, becauſe the queſtion is not ad dinerſe, but ad 
contraria in eodem ſubietto, (vz.) whether in the 
caſe whereof they are both agreed, the Appea- 
lants be Schiſmaticks ornone. Nor ſerues therea- 
ſon afore parentheſed of the Arch-prieſts now 
authentike headſhip for his excuſe from ſchiſme , 
for,though it may be graunted, that in ſuch caſes 
whereto his authoriricis of force (as it is but ad 
officia certa & determinata) members to concurre 
with his miſguidanceinthoſe caſes be no ſchiſme 
inhim, but ratherthoſe members {chiſmaricall, 
that goeagainſtthe ſame (though iuſtly) the vni- 
ticin thatcaſe ſeeming to ſtand on his ſide in re- 
ſpe of hisauthoritie eſpeciall(asa head)to thoſe 
caſes, which vnitie they deuide by their oppoliti- 
on :'yetinacaſe which is meerely outof his au- 
thoritie (asa head) ſuch as this of the Appealants 
is in ſundamento ;to wit,he being therein a princi- 
pall partie,and ſo not iuſthe tobe his own Iudge, 
(27.) as ahead, Maiſter Arch-prieſt both may be, 
and (vnder correction) I take it, is a ſchiſmaticke 
(carrying himſelfeas he hath done) andall they 
that take with him though the greater number, 
for that herein he is tobe taken not as a head-(the 
matter not being in his juriſdiction as ſuch) but 
as an equall member,and that triable like the reſt: 
ſo as his deuiding his fellowe-members in ſucha 
D ca'c 
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caſe not asa head (thougha head) butasa mem- 
ber himſelfe, from being an vnited body as afore- 
time; I docnot ſeewhy it ſhould notbe {chiſme 
in him ; much more foraſmuch as this ſeparation 
both ot himſelfe, and others from the vnited bo- 
die by his partaking,and procuring part to be ta- 
ken with the libell, was at the firſt when hee was 
indeede but a member, and no compleate hed 
ineſſe, but only in potentia, and thar in voro proprio 
more then any others (vz.) in the interim of the 
Cardinals -conſtitutiuc-letter, and his Holincſſe 
Briefe , ſo as it isnot his being ſince an autcnticke 
head can falue the Schiſme which he then incur- 
redasa member, eſpecially he perfiſting therein 
by cxpreſle cenſures againſt the Appealants in 
the behalfe of the libell : but rather more and 
more the ſame is heauie vpon his now headſhip, 
by how much,0mnre animi vitium tanto conſpectins 
mn ſe Crimen habet, quanto maior qui peccat habetur. 
Noreuer was it holden in the Lawe, a good ac- 

uittance of a widdowes debt; much lefſea iuſti- 
Goal of her breaking (for example) her neigh- 
bours wiucs head in the time of her widdow- 
hood (47.) inthe interim of her two Husbands, 
to ſay ſhe is nowa remarried Wife : but ſoas her 
ſecond Husband is liable thereunto (as her head, 
and in her right) and he anſwerable for all the 
ſame. The likeor very little different is this caſe 
of Maiſter Blackwels, whereby (I doe not ſee) but 
if he werea ſ{chiſmaticke in the interim aforeſaid 
as a member of the Seminaries, and (as ſuch) ſo 
notable an inſtrument of the Icſuits who were 
ichiſmatickes, and ſo heea ſchiſmaticke-in their 
right 
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right though not his owne : 4 fortiore now (as a 

head) he is ſuch; he continuing theſeparation(as 

ſuch) a greatdeale more: at leaſtwiſe take him as 

you will,head,or member, in theright orin the 

wrong ; to impeach ecclchiaſticall libertie as he 

hath done in thwarting this Appeale, whether 

importing right or wrong in the Appealants 

(which the triall muſt ſhew) is Excommunicati- 

onto him,andall that take his part. Andalſo whe- 
thera head neuer ſoautenticke, or his caſeneuer 

ſogood; hetoſuſpendan Appealant, and other- 
wiſeto cenſure him, yea, to decree againſt him 
lite pendente; was vniuſt dealing, and heſubietro 
Excommunication therefore pſo fac?o. 

Then againe forthe Teſuits, that they are no- 
table Schiſmatickes in this caſe; it is not their dif- 
clayming from being members of the bodie of 
the Seminaries, but of another bodie, vz. their 
owne ſocictie,that can excuſe them : forthat, to 
bea ſchiſmaticall member to a bodie, it ſufticerh 
to be membrum genericum to that bodice, though 
not ſpecificum, and ſuchthey are, being members 
of the Catholike Church with theſe, ſo thatas 
ſuch they are Schiſmatickes in the caſein queſti- 
on,they hauing made a ——_ in the Semi- 
narie-members, whereby the vnion of their bo- 
dic is in hazard to be diffolued,and conſequently 
of our whole Church thoroughout England, To 
pleade that they are indiuiduawaga,and vndepen- 
dant of any bodicatall (as in truth they ſeeme to 
be herein Enz/and,ſolawleſle is all their carriage) 
would ſound much better for their not being 


Schiſmatikes,tor ſo mightthey be held in the na- 
D 2 turc

ture of Painters and Poets,of whom the verſe is: 
Putoribus atque Poets Quodlibet audenai ſemper fuit 
£qua poteſias. Or to ſtand vpon defence of the 
Tra&, and fo to thinke by maintaining it for 
good to cleerethemſelues of Schiſme againſt the 
Vniucrſitic of Paris, that were moſt of all abſurd, 
ncitherſhew they any ſuch want of wit & grace, 
but rather labourall the wayes they can, and as 
farreas their Pride will giue them leaue,to hinder 
it from comming farther in queſtion, although 
thcir faction founded thereupon they no whit 
deſiſt, but rather augment it moreand more for 
other their priuate intereſts, Or ſay, that they 
ſhould maintaineit good to the end, and to a dc- 
cree at Rome on their behaltes ; yet cannot that 
honour to them counteruaile one haltfe of thcir 
miſchicuous carriages,& the domages they haue 
done to our church in the meane time concer- 
ning the ſame; fo much may a good matter be 
marred intheill handling; and ſo haue they done 
(weretheir caſe good) whileſt (for example) la- 
bouring to proue thereisa God, they raiſe yp the 
diuell : but their caſe is notſo good, bcing ſimply 
bad; bad afore,and badafter. 

Briefe then,light the Schiſme whcre it will,on 
the Icſuits, or Maiſter Arch-prieſt, orboth , cer- 
taineitis thatinthe caſeof the Appcale, the Ap- 
pealants arenone, both for the reaſons afore-al- 
leaged,andalſoforaſmuch as they doc Appeale. 
Moreouerif they were fuch, what needed Mai- 
ſter Arch-prieſt to ſuſpend them atall,they being 
ſuſpended ipſofa&ofor their Schilme s Or what 
reeded the Prouinciall of the Icſuits,by his letter 

lince 
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fince crauing a reconciliation, acknowledge the 
Appealants ze/atores glorie Dezalwellas himſelfe, 
or any of his; andas ſuch torecommend him (if 
I miſtake not) to their ſacrifices, ſeeing that all 
communication with Schiſmatikes, namely in 
deuotion (which is anact of Religion) is by an 
expreſle Canon of the church inhibited to Ca- 
tholikes vypon paine of Excommunication,aſwell 
as all communion with heretikes in that kinde. 
Laſtly, if they were Schiſmatikes, what needed 
the Arch-prieſt and Ieſuits in their Implements, 
ſo lauiſhly to raileat the Appealants as Appea- 
lants,and notas Schiſmatikes, as yet to this houre 
they doe ; though with ſomewhata lower and a 
hoarle voyce,as almoſt out of breath. Onthe 0- 
therſide, if it bee no Schiſme inthem (as out of 
queſtion it is not)wherin then are the Appealants 
to blame to make their defencepublike ; the of- 
fence being publike (as is ſaid) both in ſubſtance, 
and in circumſtance to their publike reproch 2 
Say,that the Libeller wrote it notin any ſach ſpi- 
ritas of alibell, nor that he meant it ſhould euer 
become publike,being written but priuatly to his 
friend; yet it is notthat can ſalue the blame, nor 
his,nor his Abbettors ſhames; ſeeing that howſo- 
eucr,itbecomming publike fince,a publike ſtaine 
thereby inflited vpon the parties by their pub- 
like defence thereof hitherto; anda publike pre. 
{dent thereby giuen not only to detraction, but 
to all manner of vice beſides the Schiſme. 

Noris the world ignorant ofthe Teſuits querks 
1m this kinde,they vſing to make ſhew of bur done 
in priuat, apd in icſt, what they meane ſhould 
D 3 paſle 
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paſſe publike, and in earneſt, namely if the mat- 
ter be notiuſtihable as for example, Father Cow- 
bucks letter to Maiſter Do&or Biſhop at Paris, 
touching his exculing the _ done him at 
Rome as not proceeding from him (it being moſt 
falſe) did he not write his ſaid letter of vntrue cx- 
cuſe ynto him, but firſt acquaint all France and 
Flanders, and a great part of England, with the 
contents thereof by copies , before cuer the 
originall came to the Doctors hands ; in ſo much 
as he knewe the ſubſtance thercof by ſundry both 
copies and reports of others, before he receiued 
the ſame? Alfo of later dayes, to colour their 
murderous batterie of Maiſter Lambart in Sala- 
»anca, tor not hindering certaine youthes vn- 
der his prefecture there in the Colledge from be- 
ing Benedictines (whom belike they had rather 
ſhould haue become Icſuits being very towardly 
youthes ) haue they not fince his martyrdome 
herein England, fallified a letterof his by inſer- 
ting thereinto certaine wordes, nay whole ſen. 
tences of their owne, in hyperbolicall and ſuper- 
exalted praiſe of their ſocictie, and fo copied it 
abroad for his? True itis,and there is no queſtion 
butthatthe Saint forgaue them that outrage at 


* his death, from the bottome of his heart, but 


how 2 Euen as Chriſt our Sauiour, and Saint 
Stephen by his example did their perſecutors, 
praying for them, and not as his ſo ſingular good 
triends and heauenly Patrons, as that forgerie 
would make him. Blame not then the Plaintites 
for their publike defence by publiſht bookes; ſee- 
ing it is meete that publike wrong ſhould vſe 
publike 
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publike meanes toward publike amends, and the 
rather, for that the Arch-prieſt fince the publi- 
ſhing of thoſe bookes in his anſwere to them, 
boldly and brauely ſtickes not to ſay, that euen 
that booke to his Holineſſe was not like euer to 
haue come to his hands , but by his meanes; 
wherein hee moſt ſcandalouſlie derogates from 
the Popes honour, as to haue him thought his 
fellowe-Pupill ro the Ieſuits. 

Now, whereas it is reproacht the Appealants, 
that in proceſle of this their bufines of the Ap- 
peale,they pray (as it were) inayde of my Lord 
of London, and other capitall Proteſtants in the 
Land, by vſing extraordinarie acceſle and com- 
merce to and with them, it is true, that ſeeing the 
generaltic of Catholikes is ſo vnnaturally diſtaſt- 
full of their innocence, it hath pleaſed God to 
raiſe them vp if not friends, at leaſt commilſera- 
tors ex /apidibms terre , not that the parties ſo ag- 
oricued,or any their friends, haue (I dare ay) re- 
cfiued any domage thereby, but contrariwiſe 
fome of them good turnes, and perhaps may in 
time more and more. Such is the ſpirit of theſe 
good men, vt retribuant bonum pro malo, and fo 
good and great is God, and euer was toward di- 
ftreſſed innocence,as to raiſe it vp friends citra ex- 
pettationem,in confractionem mal;gnantium. SO rai- 
ſed he vp thele latter yeeres Exzland (the oldee- 
nemie of France) to ayde and eſtabliſh France 
her diſtreſſed King, againſt not ſo much a reli- 
gious as a Spaniſh league, tothe paſſe of peace 
heand it enioy now. And who knowes, whe- 


ther haply out of this ſo morall commiien wy

ro worke his extraordinarie and vnexpccted glo- 
rieinthem,8& generallie tothe Catholicke caule, 
qui potens eſt ex lapidibis iitis ſuſcitare filios Abra- 
he? As great,andas vnlikely matters as this hath 
the hand of God wrought, and namely in this 
kinde in Saint Exftace, whom (as we reade in his 
Legend)God for his meere moralitic (being then 
a heathen man) called by famous miracle to his 
faith, and in the end crowned him a glorious 
Saint. And though the Ieſuits make vie of this 
poynt in the Appealants reproch , infinuating 
the conſequent Apoſtaſte of ſome of them euen 
at Paules Croſſe; and hereupon doe copiouſly 
diſcourſe to Catholickes in their vaine-glorie, 
how much more blefled a thing itisto be hated, 
rather then fauoured of heretickes, and the Di- 
uell,as they (for their parts they ſay) are, yet forall 
that,itis wellknowne how much they labour the 
contrarie vnder hand at this inſtant, giuing ou 
that what hope there is of a toleration ro vs from 
the ſtate, is wholy by their meanes, and not b 
the Appealants; ſo cunning they areto make vie 
of euery occurrentto their owne glorie, rather 
then their brothers, yea,orthen Gods.

Now then,ſecing it doth or may appeare vnto 
you, that the king of Spaine neither de faf7o hath, 
nor de jure can haue anie autenticke title, or co- 
Tour of title from the ſea-Apoſtolicke tothe roy- 
all Crowne of this land as for religion (which of 
all pretencesis moſt forceable) much more eaſi- 
lie andiuſtlie may you condemne the Teſuitsfor 
perſvading amongſtvsa Spaniſh title thereunto 
in blood, which the Spaniard himſelfe neuer to 
this day yet pretendedeither in himſelfe or his 
predeceſſors: and laſtlie if ſuch their ſuppoſed 
title,together with the aforeſaid from the church 
faile, then(forſooth) the benefitof Spaines con- 

veripg vs, Which of all other poſitions is moſt 
ſurde. 

Touching their title in blood then, were it ne- 
uerſo new and ſo true, it is ſufficient anſwerther- 
untoto ſay, that in reſpeQ they are meere ſtraun- 
gers, and of another nation ( Imeane the king 
and his ſiſter both) ſuch their title is yoide and of 
no effec, as well as for Fravnceto impleade their 
Sallicke-law in barre againſt England's title vnto it. 
Againe, preſcription were alſo a compettt eſtop- 
ple vnto them, they rnmneny from king 1ohn, 
and Edwardthe third, and yer neithertheirance- 
ſtors nor they themſelues having layed intheir 
claimeto this day, which during the deuifion of 
the houſes of LancaHerand Torke,at whattime (it 
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continuing long, and the whole land likewiſe

ne euer built hee London bridge for a Spaniſh 
Conqueror to trample on, as I hauc often heard 
that nation boſt of ſucha day. Much leſle king 
Edward that our victorious king may his ghoſt a- 
bide to ſec Exgland vnder a forraine rule, who 
ſubdued forraine powersand Crownesto it. Be 
*this enough ſaid and more then needs touching 
Spainestitle in blood to England, ſecing that even 
a ineere Engliſh pretendant to deduce a title ſo 
farre off, and after ſo manic changes amongſt vs, 
without making claime any time betweene were 
abſurd:much more ſo meere ſtrangers,& preſent 
cnimicsas both they aretoour ſtate : for which, 
as little reaſon wee haueas fortheirreligious pre- 
rence aforeſaid, tobe any way partics to their 
raigne$ourr v9. .

them, and (in faith) for Englandto be ruled by a 


Prince out of the land (which never yet was 
ſcene ince __ was England) as little reaſon 
ithath as well for her profit, asfor her honour, If 
in Spaine,it is too farre off;if in Flaunders, neither 
1s that neere enough : beſides, that all thoſe 
Yrouinces make but an Archduke, which is farre 
vnder the honour of a realme ſuch as England's, 
whoſe Crowne is, and cuer was Emperiall, both 
for waightand faſhion. Then to be gouerned by 
their deputies, fay vice-royes (which the Infants 
cannot afford being her ſelfe no Gacene) how 
diſpleaſing that were on the otherſidethe cala- 
mities of Flaunders may any timetheſe zo. y 
and yetat this day teach vs. For what cutting 0 
of the Nobilitic of theland, came in with the 
Duke of .#{ua, and what oppreſſion of the com- 
mons,and with and for them both, what warres 
and waſte of thoſe eſtates tothis houre? Thelike 
perhaps may be alleaged of Ireland vnder her 
aieſties deputics(at leaſt the Iriſhrie ſo pretend) 
iuſtifiying their preſent rebellion vpon their 
harſh hand ouer them;though(queſtionles)here.

leaſt if ſuch her praQtiſe ſhould not preuaile, to 
ſhew herſelfe in ſo aſſayinga veric louing fiſter, 
Itis not herlaying open her Low-countries, and 
her brothers domintons, nonot his Indies toour 
trafficke inthe meanerime (which aſwell is like 
to come topaſle erelong o_ willing) through 
their inforced amitie with vs) can counteruaile 
this hazardalone,muchleſſe all the aforeſaid. 
Norisit yet halfean age,ſince the Spaniſh na- 
tion being admitted into our countrie1nal loue, 
and in the greateſt knot of amitie that may be i- 
or. qa to wit) by the mariage of their Prince 
with ours, af what timeandthatin how ſhort a 


rime,we wereas willing to be rid of thE(through 
theirill deſeruings) as ſome of our countrie men 
with the loſle of their lines ſhewed themſelues a- 
litteafore vnwilling of their comming, we may 

yet 
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etyeric wellremember. We ct very well 
-- davis the chargeablevic Of ads of 
our coſitry.jn their own wars both by land & ſea, 
&ourloſſe of Caleis the while. We may yetrem&- 
ber their infolence amongſt vs, & proude miſgo- 
uernance to the contempt ofour nobilitic, much 
more of onr commons; for which no ſooner was 
that knot between the two nations broken by the 
death of y bleſſed Queene,buttraightthey were 
made to know how grnes they had giucn 
vs, with the loſſe of ſome of their liucs for a fare- 
well, Ifthen comming in as friends , they deſer- 
ued as focs at our countries hands; how much 
more comming in as focs (though nere ſomuch 
vnderthe couert of religious friends) may wee 
thinke to find them cruel] and tyrannous, name- 
lie hauing bad fince, ſomnch matter of reuenge 
miniſtred them from henceas they aſſume? Or 
why did theynotthen (if their tile were ſuch to 
the Crowne of England as the Ieſuits ſuggeſt) 
make yſe of that oportunitic fortheir ſubiectin 
vs? But(ſure) it ſcemes twas not the will of God, 
both forthat they tooke no ſuch counſaile then, 
andalſfo (if they meant anieſuch matter) Gods 
ſequeſtring the Spaniſh Prince from out the 
realme, and taking away the Queene all at one 
time. Nay more, to notethe will of God in this 
behalfe, healſo tooke away the iſſue he had (as T 
haue crediblie heard) by our Queene; as it were 
to ſhew that hee would not haue England anie 
way Spaniſh, though England it ſelfe neuer {6 
faine would, Greatand ample dowre wo 
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laid vnto Englands crowne by the match, and yet 
it was not Gods will that all that ſhould winne 
England Spaniſh. How much more may wethen 
hope in God neuerto ſee it ſuch by being laid to 
Spaine , eſpeciallic ſo baſelie and abicAlie as theſe 
hot-ſpurre Fathers would haue it; ſecing that 
Spaine laid to it in ſd wooing wiſe could not make 
itSpaniſh. 

Moreouer, what reaſon were it that Spazne 
ſhould be ſo great aboucall herneighbours,as by 
the poſſeſſing of England? nay, what preiudice 
were itnot toall chriſtendome, conſidering the 
proude and tyrannous humour of that nation? 
Say that we for our parts ſhould haue Catholicke 
religion by the meanes, & with itpeaceand traf- 
ficke with all chriſtendome,and all chriſtendome 
the ſame with vs; and perhaps all chriſtian Prin- 
ces peace with one another too, which by our 
praQtiſes(ſay the Teſuits)hath bin,and daylic is in- 
fringed. Graunt weall this, doth it therefore fol- 
low that Spaineis ſure to haue cucra good king o- 
uer her,to adminiſter ſuch her greatnefſe in good 
manner? yea, is Spaineeuer ſure ofa Catholicke 
king vader whom tocontinue Catholicke it ſelf, 
andall her eſtates vnder her? In the fiue & twen- 
tieth yeereof the raigne of our Soucraigne Lord 
and King Henriethe cight, Catholicke religion 
was as vnlikely to havebin ſuppreſt in England,as 
itisatthis day in Spaine vnder Philp the third, 
and yet (weſce) how ſooneafter it followed,and 
what it is now come to. The like may chaunce 
to Spaine vnder a king according : * and by the 

me 
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fame reaſon why may not weealſo hope for Ca- 
tholicke religion yet once againe here in Exg- 
lend, as they not expeRthe Proteſtant? itbeing 
no more impoſhble, nay more probable for a 
Proteſtant-Princeto returne Catholicke, ſceing 
that magna eſt veritas & prexalet,then fora Catho- 
licke one to turne Proteſtant, itbeing too true 
that rivimus in vetitum ſemper ,cupimuſque negats. 
But ſay that Spazze ſhould be ſo fortunate in 
her Soueraignes as to haue them euer Catho- 
licke, whereby Catholicke religion ſtillto flou- 
riſh in their dominions; yet neither doth thar 
take away all other miſchiefes which may follow 
of theirgreatnes,as breach with their neighbour- 
Princes,and ſo warresabroad (and be but for im- 
ployment of ſuch ſpirits as __— would elſe 
through peace be tumultuous at home) &conſe- 
quently _—_— of their ſubieRs for the main- 
taining of thoſe warres, cſpeciallie their ſubie&s 
lying fo farre off as England, & gouerned by their 
ties,together with a thouſand ſuch like mif- 
chiefes which are incident to great Monarchesas 
from their greatnes, and hauing more then they 
can well weld though nere ſo Cathoficke and 
good otherwiſe. And if itbe ſo (as the Icſuits ca- 
| ana that England alone troubles all the 
world, how much more (trow yec) would all 
the world be troubled, were Sparmeand a——_ 
one vnder aquarrellous Prince ? or rather how 
would not Englandthen haue her part of troubles 
withall the world which now isquiet? Greatare 
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both to the Church and the cinill ſtate ofthe 
world , forthat their taking to be bad (as moſt 
men are naturallie ſo inclinde,eſpeciallic when a- 
boue controule) carries all in like manner with 
them , making theirgreatneſle the counterpoile, 
or oQer-biaſſe to goodneſle , as wee read in the 
Greeke Emperours, whoſe aptneſle to hereſic 
wrought continuall ſchiſmes 1n the church, till 
in the end God gaue that Empire with her Em- 
perour ouer for the ſame to the Turke,as afore- 
laid. Solikewiſe afore them,the Romaine Empe- 
rours,who being manic bad to one good, — 
diſorder wrought not their example, and autho- 
ritie throughout all their Empire? for which it 
pleaſed God atlaſt to diſſoluc it, and conuert it 
into manie kingdomes and Prouinces as now we 
{ce it ; whereby though one ſtate or kingdome 
ſhould miſcarie vnder an vnhappic Prince , yet 
the reſt may tarrie good and proſperous. 

It then ſuch hath bin the prouidence of God, 
to depoſe the Romaine Empire from her great- 
nes for her ſinnes as from hergreatnes , and hath 
diſpoſd it into diſtin ſtates and Prouincesas in 
reformation ; why then doe the Icfuits ſo labour 
to crea Spaniſh Empire againſtſuch the proui- 
denceof for the cuils hee ſaw in the Ro- 
maine* or rather why notlet Eng/andcontinue 
Engliſh, and worke it ſelfe Catholicke againe (if 
it pleaſe God) in Engliſh manner? Are they ſo 
much of God almightics counſaile, as to know 
whetheris more to his honour, the proceeding 


praQtiſc of the Seminaries (as hitherto) for the 
good 
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good of his churchand our countrie, or the Spa. 
niſh ſword? Or rather what —_ ſpirit is nor 
able to diſtingniſh whether of the two is more 
_ andhow little behoofefull, nay how vn-' . 

whull is the drumme and enſigne where the 
word islikclie to ſpeed, as here amongſt vs it day- 
lie makes faire ſhew to doe. Brice; a Heathen 
man could ſee it tobe better, and ſay thereupon: 
Cedant arma toge,concedant laurea lingue, 

Which ſuch their Spaniſh raigne if it ſhould 
once come to paſſe in our countrie (as Ibeſeech 
God1 may neuer ſee it cither with oragainſtour 
wils) how hard, yea impoſſible a matter it were 
to enit that nation out againe, Sicilie , Naples, 
Lumbardie, and the greater part of the Low- 
countries doth at this day teach vs by their la- 
mentable,& extreame bondage ; notthae Spaines 
yalour maintaines ſuch her dominion over them, 
but her Indies. Moſt of all abſurd therefore itis 
rothinkeitlikelie,that which Father Cowbucke by 
his papers & agents ſo labours to perſwade (viz.) 
that of their owne good nature they wil ſelfeliea- 
uoide the Hake ee having orice eſtabliſhtthe 
Catholicke religion in it, which (faith hee) is all 
that the Catholicke king deſires. Oh vnſauorie 
aſſertion, & arguing rather that fimplicitie which 
ought to beina _— perſon,then theſubtilty 


 thatisinhim. As though if a reconciled foe be 


never to be throughlie afhed a preſent enimie 
for pretended wrongs,and who daylic ſeekes and 
aſlayes to be reuenged, may haying oncethelaw 
in his own hand) be ſo farre forth truſted as with

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akinpdome ; feeing that foritwhat faith , what Þ 
juſtice cuer tooke place in this world « Or as 
thoughthe pretence to continue our faid holie 
religion amongſt ys, may not as ſtronglie per- 
ſwadec him (were religion his meere motiue) to 
ſertle in this land,as to come to inueſt the ſame.

rich a iewell as England, to leaue it as athing of 
nought; they hauing vſdethe-Indies long, and 
being better iewellers thenſo: ndbrare they ſo tE- 
peratea people, neither yet is Spa;meſo much the 
Paradice of the world (itbeing for the moſt part 
a verie barren and deſert ſoyle) that they ſhould 
hold Enzland (o little worth as not worth the hol- 
ding. it Exglandsamitie heretofore with Spaime 
haue not” deſerued a worthier opinion at her 
handsthen fo; atleaſt her late enmitie hath : du- 
ring which what boote we haue made of it both

kings penſions to our people in his dominions, 
which being greater intitle chEthey arein truth, 
Idonotſce buetheir farre fleighter ſeruices may 
deſerue them then tlie ſale of their deere coun- 
tricandtheir honours, 

I ſpeakethis by proofe (good cofin) both in 
my (elfe(as you know) and too maviemy good 
friends that yetarein his, and hisfiſters ſeruice;

My eye wasa 
witneſſe Bf a notable affront done bya Spaniſh 
captaine vnto my Lord of Weiimerland in Bruges, 
atthe verie inſtantof the 4rmadaes being on our 
coaſt(the Duke of Parma then lying with all his 
Court there,and his Campe there abouts)name- 
lic,vpon his ſhew of diſguſt that he was no more 
regarded,the ſeruice being forhis countrie, 

In like mannerdid Lnotthenſce after our fi- 
ring the Spaniſh-fleet in-the narrow ſeas, the 
young Prince of Aſcol; at his fugitiue-arriyall to 
Dunkerkethe morrow after , where the Duke of 
Parma entertained him on the ſtrond;him (I fſay) 
inanſweretothe Dukes queſtion what newes-of 
the Armadoyncap himſelte,and grinning toward 
hcauen ſweare by it,that he thoughtnot onlieall 
the foure elements were Lutherans that nightand 
all that morning,but alſo God' himſelfe ; fo blaſ:

phemous was his Spaniſh-ſpirit,much leſlereligi- 
ous as to come to conquer a countrie for religi-

- Better yet of the two,& merrier was the Duke 
of 0fſuns (who at this preſent ſerues the Infants 
before 0/tend) his repreſentation, and an{were to 
the then king of Spaine withina while after; who 
being the firſt ma thatarriued at the. Court with 
the ſucceſſeles newes of the Armado, ſtucke a di- 
ſtaffe at his ſide, & a ſpindle at his backe in ſteede

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aduantdges/ For my ownepar, Tam verilie per- 
ſwaded, that's- the Tfhaclives mutinics againſt 
God inthe defart did gaeat his hands their 
arriuallintheHolic-larid , ſo likewiſe the diſloy- 
allpraQiſts of the Teſuirs hitherto againſt all re- 
ligionand fiature amongſt vs, hath not only kepr 
backe from vs all fauours at our Princes As 
butfartherincenſt her moreagainſt vs;for which 
I pray God teandamend them. If our Sa-' 
wour ſtayed almoſt 40vo. yeeres afore euer it 

caſed him tgy'comero redeeme the world, how 
1sit that theſe Fathers cannot haue patience with 
our countrie one 44.yeeres? and ifalſo hisredee- 
ming it was by his dying , how haps it that their 
ſpirits areſerſoallvpon killing? Truclie, the rea- 
ſonis that Chriſt was wholie for vs, and they 
wholic for themſclues; andall his Saints ſtood 
wholie onthe paſſiue,theſe wholic on the actiue 
fortitude,orratherquarrellous aQiuitie, 

And thus (my good colin) to conclud 


— this point,you may ſee how h 
a Societiethe Icſuits are, and how ſpeenatiuclie 


ny runneon in their ſiſ-grounded conceits 
and purpoſes,as wellin their reuenge againſtrhe 
Seminaries as aforeſaid, which they could aduiſe 
no fitter meanes to doe it by then by libell ; as al- 
foin this of State,and of our church,which/tfor-

latter, let vs remember weare Engliſhmen, and 
alſo Catholicks,whereby bound to be the rather 
erucEngliſh. | 

Letvs remember how al er as worthie, 
and asable are Engliſh-mens ſonnes to inherite 
and predomin England, as Spaniards Spaine; and 
how as hitherto England hath bin ſelfely-ſubſtari- 
tiue,ſoittoſcorneto become now an adieiue, 
much more a ſubieRiue to Spaine oranie other 
nation in theworld. Alſoletvs in fauour of our 
countrie repute euen their Holineſſcs Bulles ſo 
highlie tending to the ſubuerfion of our coun- 
trie,as ſurreptiue, and graunted forth by them as 
men,andnotas Popes: in which reſpeQtan Eng- 
liſh Catholicketo go againſt them to beno more 
vnlawfull,then were vnlawfull the laſtEmperour 
Charles his warres againſt the then Pope. For,the 
matterbeing a matter of fat and not of faith, as 
cafie may his holineſſe erre in his proceedings 
therein asany other Prince, eſpeciallic tending 
K to 
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to war,and toatradition of gehtis ingentem, wher- 


unto his commiſſion is ſcarſe competent (as afore 
is ſaid vnder corretion) nor yet the holie Ghoſt 
ro be thought therein his inſpirer ; but rather (as 
it is plaine) ſome hot:ſpurre Icſuits, and the Spa- 
niard. 

Such for my own part is my opinion thereof, 
and ſuch(I thanke God) my conſcience toward 
my countrie, that though it be good fiſhing (as 
they ſay) in atroubled water, and that my eſtate 
be ſuch as thar to better it I need notbe ſquemiſh 
to wet my ſclfealittle, yer rather then be ſovn- 
Catholicke or vn-Engliſh, I proteſt I had rather 
neuer eate þit of fiſh or fleſh whiles I liue, And 
ſuch is alſo my opinion of you, knowing you to 
beagentleman, ſuch,as though the Icſuirs haue 
or may ſeduce your religious nature (vnder co- 
lour of religion) in inferiour matters, yet in this 
ſo capitallan honour toyourname and nation (I 
darc ſay) you will neuer forget your ſelfe. Nei- 
ther doubtI, but wherein they haue hitherco di- 
ftrayed you in the ryatter of the Appeale againſt 
the Priefts,my loue(whereof you are and may be 
euer certaine) together with theſe my reaſons 
which you haue read will reclaime you, or clſe 
(truelie cofin) you doe your ſelfe a great deale 
more wrong then me. 

I hane in my loue to youalready exceeded the 
limits of alerter,neuerthclefle to the endthar ple- 
narie conuerſus confirmes fratres 1nos againſt theſe 
Fathers vnchriſtian and vnnaturall impoftures a- 
gainſt ourchurchand countric, I will ay alittle 

more 
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more vnto you of the in general,andalfo of ſonie 
of them in cſpeciall, whereby you maythe berter 
diſcerne their vndeſerts as well of all Chriſten- 
domeas of vs hete at home, whatſocuer they ſa 
cheſclues their deſeruingsto bein Indie. Which 
foraſmuch as wee haue no authenticke credence 
of,eyther from the Sea Apoſtolicke,or otherwiſe 
ſo muchas morrall, that ſuch their owne reports 
of their weltgoings there are true, I doe notſee 
but theſame areas Gerunds that want Supines, 
wherby their fatherhoods to ſtand to the readers 
curteſie to beleeuethem, eſpeciallic farre trauei- 
ters being naturallic vaine-glorious, and vaine. 
glorie very aptrotellalie. 

A kinſman of mine of good worſhip in the 
North (whom you know as well as I) hath done 
them the honour,not onliec reſolutelie to belecue 
them himſelfe,but more, to tranſlate their tre-an- 
nuarie relations from 74ponia into our Engliſh, 
whereby he hath purchaſt them a good opinion 
amon j manie his friends tro whom he hath im- 
— the ſame; which zeale (certes) I cannor 

reatlic blame in the good old gentleman, he do- 
mg itin areligiouſncs,and the matters tendingto 
Catholicke-edification whether they be true or 
falſe. Neuertheleſſe their vanitie I catinot but 
condemneifthey haue written ought other then 
truth, as (being ſuch manner of men as partie 
you haue alreadie read, and now Ile ſhew you 
more) it is not vnlikelie but they have done; 
though not m moſt, yet in manie things from 
thence: whichalſo the rather wee baue cavſe to 
K 2 ſuſpeR, 
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ſuſpe&,for that diuers other religious Orders do- 
ing daylie their Evangelicall endeuours in thoſe 
Eaſt-partsas farre forth , if not farther then they, 
(as we may readin the hiſtoric of China andelle 
where)yet they report not one word thereof,but 
allof their owne : which fuch their concealing a 
truth importing ſo highlie Gods honour to 
knowne asanicthing they doc report, is (ſure) a 
privatiue liein them, and they that will not ſticke 
to lie ſo,it is to be feared they wilas little doubt to 
tclla pofitiue & areall vntruth,if it be cither for 
their honour or — eſpeciallic hauing (as 
they haue by meanes of the farre diſtance) the 


paſ-port of vncontroule to patronizethem. And 
fo (by theirleaucs)it is to be more then preſumed 
in manic things they haue done, fo vnlikelic and 
incongrueareſundrie of their relations, And yet 


in all the Legend of their glorious exploits in 
Duabucondonoes Ifland,we finde no mention of a- 
nic Icſuitthat eucroffred himſelfe flauc to a Chi- 
zez for his tranſport ouer to that continent in 
zcaleto preach Chriſtthere, nor yetof 41. Mar- 
tyrs of them at one clap,neither yet of two hun- 
dred thouſand heathen ſoules baptized by them 
in(I wotnot) how ſhortatime : all whichanda 
preatdcale more we reade of Saint _AuguFines 
Order in the Phillipines faire afore cuer any Icſuit 
cameintothe Indies. 

Beſides,neither is /aponia, or other the coun- 
tries of Indic where theyare, ſuch as doe ſtand 
at this day in competence or Paragon with 
Spaine, as ours and other Nations here in = 
| cQ- 
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doe; for which the Tcſuits ſhould 
chere(likeas here)ſow factions for Spaniſh-Seate, 
neither isit there amongſt thoſe Barbarians that 
they care toercct theirtabernacles as here in Eu- 
rope, whereof they are naturabs : for which (Tin- 
ferre) they may the rather deſerue well in /ndie 
then in Ewrope, hauing there nothing to intende 
que («4 fivt,but onlic que dei, and the propagation 
of Chriſtian beleefcas true religious men ought, 
Graunt we therefore ( ſa/vo all exception to the 
ynautentickneſle of their relations) that —_ 
Indians, & pleaſe God they were but 

as good Engliſh, it followes not therefore that to 
be true which a certaine wiſe man here amongſt 
vs in his vawiſe treatie aſſeuers ; that they are ſo 
excellent me aboucall excellence, that in choiſe 
of our Ghoſtlic Father wee are bound if anie of 
them be in placeto goeto them afore any other, 
and that(forſooth)vpon paine of a deadly finne, 
Who cuer would haue thought a wiſe mag 
though but xomine texxs, could haue becne ſo ve- 
rica dottard as to publiſh ſuch ara, ſoabſurde 
as well in ſundric others as in this one point in 
fuper-exaltation of the Teſuits. Oh were theTe- 
ſuits men of due modeſtie , how could they en- 
dure fo groſſe a flatterie, it being-an attribute 
morethen meete to Chriſts vicar himſelfe. But 
they hauea number of ſuch od Penfionarie-ſpi- 
rits throughout all thg parts of Chriſtendome to 
=_ them to the peGple (they ſeeeming to pro. 
eſſe theirkingdome wholie of this world, which 
Iclus neuer did) that oftentimes with-oucr-gra- 
K 3 cing 
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cing them they diſgrace them : and fo likewiſe 
doc the Ieſuits themſelues in ſuch their fingula- 
ritie of ſpirit. 

As for exmple, is itnot notable ſingularitiein 
them to leaue to be called after their Founders 
name /enatiansor Loyolians (which all other or. 
ders are) but by the high name of Iefus; a name 
which no chriſtian creature was euer yet chriſt. 
ned(by) bur (in) for reuerence ſake,but by other 
his Saints and ſeruants names? Allo is it not fin- 
_— them, they profeſſing themſelues ſo 
ingular religious, and ug vpon themthe 3. 
vowesas farre forthas any other religious men, 
not to riſceat midnight tothe Quire,which all o- 
ther orders doc? Allo to goe ſo diſtindlic habited 
(thar is to ſay vncould) trom all other religious 
men:likewiſeto fare ſo far more daintilie in their 
diectthenthey? And which is moſt {ingular of all, 
to put themſclues into the Letanies to be praide 
forby nameafore all otherorders of the church, 
yea, and afore Domnum ApoHolicum too,whom 
they hauc expreſſclic left out, and in hisſteed put 
in theſe words (17) Yt ſocietarem nommis leſs, 
and then after, Er omnes Eccleſiatticos ordines in 

ſanta religione conſeruare digneris,lo mount-God- 
dardian-highthey are in their owne vaine-glory, 
and yet ſo moulhill-low in the Church, as yer 
nota hundred yeecres old; nor yettheir Founder 
to be found inthe calender, of Saints as afore is 
ſaid. For which their blenMhes and manic moe 
the like, yea worſea great deale (if they did itin 
that hamilitic) a man might well hold with __ 
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their Perition,ſecing indeed forto too manie not 
onlie their blemiſhes, bur alſo their veriegroſſe 
blots they haue great need to be prayed tor afore 
all others, and not for their ſo excellent deſerts. 
They are ſo paſſing vain-gloriousa Socierie, that 
call ye it the verie Tetragrammaton of the Catho. 
licke church,and of all the chriſtian world, I war- 
rantyecitwill nerea whit offend their modeſtie 


, or make thembluſh, ſo much haue they gotten 
the Indian-hue,and fo ſingular a dotrardis fingu- 


laritie. 

Againe,is it not fingularitie in them(beingre. 
ligious) to affe& rule ouer the ſccular clergie; al- 
ſoro bring armes and conqueſt into the Gatho- 
licke church,ſo contrarie to all Scriptures,and the 
practiſe of the ſame hitherto (as 2 is diſcour- 
fed) and to that end they to manage matter of 
State more machiuelianlie then Machiuell him- 
ſelfe? asappcares by their ereRtion of the Arch- 
Prieſt(which isalſoatitle of tingularity they haue 
giuen him)and all his cariages according tothem 
and it? Incffe&, ſuch ſingular perſons proued 
theknights of the Temple, for which God in the 
end gaue them ouer intoa reprobate ſpirit, and 
ſo they ended;and fo (I doubtme) will theſe ere 
long, they being little leſſe warlicke, but as verie 
fingular as they. Andas they area Societiethus 
ſingularand fingularitie is the roofe of all cuill, 
ſo haue they their rooteaccording (v7 ) Radicems 
omnium malorii auaritians , betwixt which two ex. 
treames what medium may be expected attheir 


hads you may imagine,& in partI will ſhew you 


ereme, you are not to meruaile greatlie thercat, 
both for that vo vice commonlie comes alone, 
neither is anie vice ſubſtantiue of it ſelte asthe 
meaneſt vyertue is, as allo for that- Pride (you 
know) isa riotous vice, —— 
therefore requires great and commingsin, 
which butby Auarice cannot well be contrived.

This introduction made (pronided alwaies 
Wtthe Conniethus caught bea pood Mammo- 
nit; for Teſhite is ſucha leach, thar without ME- 
mon inthe vaine hee will not cafilie faſten) then 
cope they;& ſanext haneaall. Then (loe) fok 
toweth firſt a ſpiritual! exerdife, commendable 
(outof doubr}in it felfe iF itbenor abuſed, but 
cheTeſuits abuſeitallrolucre, poſſeſſing rhe Pe- 
nirent whileheis in ie, with fo many ſcruples for 
his life paſt andalſo ro come,that he rthuſt rhinke

With chelegullerics (I meaneas ;hey vie the) 
myTeſuit makes himſclfe ſole Steward (and that 
ynaccountant) of all his ghoſtlic childes bork 
foule and ſubſtance, and him a. verie childe ins 
deed; ſo cunning warriners they arc aboue all 
that cucrI knew: tor,whereasall other warriners 
veto catch the Conie with the purſe-net, they 
for their parts carch the purſe with the Conie, 
whereby they arc both purſe and mn 
all in one. Is not this their making vie of mens 
conſciences whollie to their own 1ntereſts, like 
the Ape which being liquoriſh of a Cheſ-nur1 
the fire,tookea Chit that lay there by a leep, 
with his foot rakte it out of theembers, and allto 
fauc his owne from burning, and to ſeemeto doe 


Itmannerlie? Ot rather is not this a caſting men 


into a trance,&thena flat cutting off their heads? 
How manie menof worth and wealth hatiethey 
drawn intotheir ſociety by this guile?or wrought 
20 be their benefaRors to their vtter — 
not ſceking to be acquainted with any but 

their own turnes: How manic inthis lid, fpeciah 
ly widowes,& womekind haue they thus fetchr- 
ynder, aſſuming vpon themall their eſtates; the 
letting and ſetting of their lands ; the paying of 
debts and ſeruants wages;the marketing, the re. 
warding euen of Chriſtmaſſe-capons, and what 
not,al but p:os vſas? weening it pleaſantand com- 
mendable in them (though religious)to befove- 


tie worldlings what in their lay-child they hold 
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anJncumber; Burthis (coſin) inot yer[you may 
thanke God their caſe with you,forthar your fa- 
ther is liuing. Neuert how wy vie him 
{a this kinde, png then licking their owne 

ers,youmay ſeebefore your eyes. You may 
fHny nnchiind you tell, both what decaie 
hath beencein your fathers eſtate, and alſo what 
faions in hishoufecuerfince (you know) who 
camethither, which before time were not. Yet 
neither your fathernor you can finde, or atleaſt- 
wiſe will not mend the amiſle. The truth isthata 
Teſuir is Piſcator, but not like S. Peter Animarum 
{o much as Pecuniarum, and therefore his fiſhing 
is ever beſt in a troubled water. And this is the 
reaſon that whereſoeuer he comes he troubles al, 
being cleane- oppoſite to Antelmus a Sea-ſpirit, 
who neuer ſhowes himſelfe bur after a ſtorme, 
and chey cuer bring ſtormes with them, ſo as for 
theirſakes the note ofthe Church, Benedi&us may 
well be chaunged into malediiZus qui venit in no- 
mipedomini,notonlic in Exeland,but throughout 
all chriſtendome. For,runne ye ouerall the ſame, 
and findemee thecitic, the village, the houſe, 
where they are either manie,or anic,but thereis 
alſo fation. In cities, with allthe religious there, 
in villages, with the vicar, or cunſtable; in houſes, 
your fathers (asis ſaid) for example. Lookeinto 
our Seminaries, and you ſhall finde how peace- 
able that of Rhemes euer was for not being vnder 
Teſuits, how fruitfull of Saints, & excellent men: 
andon the other ſide that of Rome vnder their 
ReRorare, how neucr without faQtion, = _ 
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fertile of ſuch honoursto our Church, orrather 
fertile- of falſe brothers and Apoſtatacs, and fo 
likewiſe that of Sparwe. 

They haue ſo manie querks and quiddits 
wherewith to make bate, and abuſe religion for 
their profit and pleaſure, that it is verie Purianiſ- 
metotell. And for I ſpeakgof Puritaniſme;haue 

ou not (I pray)heard how notlong agoeca leſuir 
Lveta London erected a kinde of familic of loue, 
lecuring by night three or foure nights together 
to his Ry women, and thoſcKircones for 
the moſt part: haueyounot heard the manner of 
the night-mectings for feare (forſooth) of the 
perſecution by day, demony meridzani? & yet al 
the day timenothing butreuell & feaſt : Arleaſt 
(Iamſure) you haue heard of manie, and doe 
know ſome, who miſling their wiues the while, 
haueſcrachttheir heads where it ichtnot, and bit 
theirlips, and ſwore. Had ſuch exerciſe bin b 
day as in Puzz9 biance in Rome , it had beene well, 
butthe nightnes of it, and that night by night, 
three or fourenights together, & as manie dayes, 
oh (by your lcaue) that ſmackes to too Corniſh, 
Burt this was ſoone diſcoucred, andas ſoone ſup- 

reſt chough much (I dare ſay) againſt the Icſuir 
bis loue rather then his charitic,and alſo without 
anie checke at all to him therefore to this day, ey- 
ther from his Prouinciall, or the Arch-prieſtthat 
cucrwe heard of. 

As often as I thinke of this occurrent here a- 
mongft vs, applying it to their caſte liuing 
throughoutallc AG an.

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that norfather /gnatias Loyola, but ſome Porpe-

Pios ſus to be diſtributed 
by cheirhand, if itbe with the addition propries, 
then there is no 1on but they arc honeſtlic 
worth a thouſand poundsat aclap : butſay alic- 
x#o5,and name yee with-all what /zenos,yet in this 
caſe too they makeit theirs, by conſtruing them- 
ſelucs veriſcime abenos afore all others, as (trulie) 
ſuch they are here in Zngland(wviz) aliens from all 
Engliſh-nature,Spaniſh-aliens,aliens toall that is 
called Engliſh ſauc onlie Engliſh monie : for, ſo 
are they Denizens more then due or worthie, 
were it but for ſuch their coſoning-conſtructi- 
ons. Againe,giuea Icfuitſuch anotherſummeof 
monicin Pjo5 vſus in the neuter gender, neyther 
expreſſing propries,nor what alienos;that alſo they 
make thejr owne vpon this ground, that qui tacet 
conſentire videtsr , and qui contra me non eft mecum 
eft. Thus gull they the religious minded toward 
them both quickeand dead, whiles on the other-

long tothe Appealants, and not to them. Bricte, 
they gocaltogether by their owne grounds, and 
thoſe fram'd to their own priuate intereſts;,which 
though they be in many matters meerelic againſt 

e, or nature,or both , yet their conſtructions 
(forſooth) muſt allow them iuſt. 

Vpon this lawleſle liberty,detraRtion which a- 
mongſt al not onlie chriſtians but heathen men,is 
& euer was beld a vice, is aneceflarie vertue to be 
vicd oftentimes amongſt the. As for example, in 
the preſent caſe of the Appeale, wherin they hol- 
ding their rule ouer the Seminaries expedient 
and! forthe auaile of our Church, yee ſee how 
they maintaine their detraQious libell againſt the 
withſtandersof ſuch their juriſdition, and op- 
poſe as many foule mouthes againſt them as they 
can,diſordring all our church. 

In like manner, their Poſition being thather 
Maieſtic is an heretike, and an excommunicated 
Princeſſe,and conſequentlie to be depoled;what 
Tefabeling of her haue I heard them viſe £ what 
queſtioning whether yet no /eh# haue ſubducd 
her?whether yet not gram ouer by God * why 
yetſhe proſpereth? why yetſhe raignes? why yer 
ſheeliues? whatdefaming her? what throwing 
ſoyleat her picture? whatauowing her royall Li- 
ons and Floures de Luz, no better worth then.to 
ſcrue for ſignes to _— houſes? Andnot _

doe the Ieſuits,and Icluited vſther Maieſtie thus 
as in herroyall and annointed perſon (as tomy 
exprefle knawledge in theſe particulars they 
haucdonc, and worſe,which for good mannerl 
omit) but more, for herfake how glad are they 
both abroad and hereathome, when they hcarc 
of anie miſcarriageof our ſhips or men, by ſea or 
land (though in honeſt aduenturcs)and alſo how 
readic to blemiſh anie newes of our good ſuc- 
celles by their lying alarums to the contrarie,and 
extenuations in fauour of the enimie? Are theſe 
men either Catholicks,or true Engliſh (trow ye) 
I need not ſay religious , that thus repine atanie 
(fic cuils) rhar God permitteth to be done, bur 
what they doe themſclues? 

In this kinde haue I my ſelfe beene bitten by 
them,andam to this daie, for hauing ſome nine 
yeeres ſince (as you know) deliuered vp tothe 
hand of inſtice (though vniufticed) acertaine 
wretched fellow, who came inthe nature of an 
Enginner, and inalcſuits name his ghoſtlic Fa- 
thcr from beyondthe ſeas, to perſwade my afli- 
ſting his firing the Queenes nauie throughout 
Enzland, againſt thenext yeercs comming of a- 
nother Spaniſh A£rmado which was pretended: 
how hauc I beene cuer fince in their mouthesa 
relapfe,aſpic, atreacher? All which, yea, anie of 
which I as much ſcometo be,as I ſcorn ſuch their 
diſloyaltte and viperie. But arc not theſe iollic 
mates the while, that thus a man to goe againſt 
cheirynnaruralland graccles proiects in loyaltic 
to tis Prince and countric, is ſraightto be a re- 
lapſe, 
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lapſe, aſpic,a treacher? Solikewiſe,becauſethey 
thinke their Societic moſt perfeR, and not nee- 
dingreformation, howhauethey not mangled 
the good Cardinall Borrhomeo who held them 0- 
ther,and was mindedif hee had liued to hauc c- 
ieted them all out of his Arch-dioceſe * How 
baſelic alſo haue they reprocht our excellcut 
good Cardinall Alas with their defamatorie 
letters fince his death, for his having the like opi- | 
nion of them, and making ſhew of a minde hee 
hadit he hadliueda while longer, to haue with- 
drawne them from the Scminaries, both in the 
Colledges andin our countries Did not Doctor 
Hadaocke (for example) their Votarie write thus 
fr6 Rome to his friend in Spaire, with the newes of 
his death? Bene profetto obyt Cardinalis noſter,qui [i 
dintins vixiſſet , magnis & ſibi & eccleſie dedecus pe- 
periſſet. Yea, euen the Holines of Xi/#ns Quintus, 
they haue dar'd todepraueafter his death,calling 
him inthcirletters Lupe, and I know not what 
worſe, and all becauſe hee meantif hee had liu'd 
but a few monthes longer, to haue reformed 
them. Itisaſhamethatthey haue no gagge put 
in their mouthes againſt ſo ſaucie libertic of lan- 
guage, namelicagainſt ſo excellent a Pope, and 
Cardinals as theſe were;zwhom as ſuch(to witthe 
Pope) cuen a Proteftant-ciuill author herein our 
countrie, hath inthe latter end of his hiſtorie of 
Cones,ex profeſſoſingularlie commended. 

Then for theirlying , thatis notto be greatlie 
maruciled at amongſtthem , ſeeing itisthefiſter 
of detragion. Doc they not herein cuenat this

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inſtantnotablic play their parts, in that findi 
renr Tera rar ra robe , and = 
defence thereof hitherto againſt the Prieſts and 
the Vniuerſitic of Peris,and fearing the Appcale 
concerning the ſamelikelie to light heauice vpon 
them ere long (it going on amaine toward Rome 
forall their oppolition) haue they not 
laboured, & ſtill doc by all meanes poſſible, boch 
braucand baſe, here at home and beyond the 
ſeas, and namelicof late tothe Popes Nawavin

point, though lire they obſerueix eyther inthar 
of anieotherthing. In ſomuch as whatfor ſuch 
their ſoldiourlie mindes together with infinite 


their other ſcandals, the -Prophets ſaying,/- 
bunt praua in diredta is falſe in them, but aſpers in 
vias planasaboundant true. 


Foris it not a merrie life nottobetied torifing 
vp tothe Quireat midnight, buttoliea bed after 
the Sunne? to farewell,to be wellclad,and all this 
ex profeſſo,not to faſt ſo muchas Fridaies, to be a 
lier when they will, and yet be beleened, a derra- 
or, a cheater,a courtier, aſoldiour, a kil-Prince; 
and 
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and what not? and all without controule, 
with allowance and commendation. Brictc, is 1t 
not a merrie lite for aIeſuite to trowle yp and 
downe the countric from houſe to houſe, from 
good cheare to good cheare, in agallant Coach, 
accompanied with gentle and faire women, at- 
tended by neat ſeruingmen, his chamber to be 
decktand pertum'd againſt his comming, yea, 
anda gentle-woman to plucke off his bootes by 
his intunction (torſooth) for mortification-ſake? 
Oh monſtrous irreligion fo to forget goad man- 
ners,and {o to make the Lay religious, and them- 
{clues Lay. What gallants would theſe men(trow 
yee) bein an indulgent time, that are ſuch ynder 
perſecution?

faith and Catholicke life marcht together in ech 
againſt it. Then nere ſorinded in our cares the 
tearmes,Schiſme,Rebellion,Suſpenſion,Excom- 
munication, Irregularitic, Fation, Appeale,C6- 
ueſt, &c. All this came in with theſe Fathers, 
e Countiers, theſe ſouldiers z vnworthie the 
nameof Apoſtles, of Religious, of Teſus. Grace- 
lefle minded men, whom notthe calamitie of a 
charch vnder perſecution, nor ſhame nor feareof 
correction paſtand to come,much Heſſe the lawes 
of charitie and humilitie can containe from fo 
groſle ſcandals, but needs they muſt beas bad, yea 
worſe vnto vs within our church, then our com- 
mon enimic iswithour. Pleaſe God, Catayorthe 
Canibals countrie weretheir abode, rather then 
fociuill a landas Eneland;they being a farre fitter 
Socierieto perſecure, then tobe perſecuted, and 


. rather to make Spaniſh ſouldiers of for the: 


ſlaughter of thoſe heathen people vnder drum 
andenſigne, then to be imployed in Ieſusname 
for our church and countrie. And (trulie) Iam 
perſwaded, thatif as ſuch manner of men they 
might be ranſom'd from hence by our State as: 
they happen to ED (ſerring rounde 


ranſomes on their heads) it would ſooner rid 
N them 
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ther out of this land, then anie other courſe 
whatſocucr, and helpto bring home from their 
forraine Barcoes ſome part of our 
againe, oratleaſtilelauethereſtfrom:heir6a- 
ers. 

The Arch-prieſt was not aſhamed io a cer- 
raine abſurde letter of his to his Aﬀiſtanes, to 
tearme our reverend Patriots the Appealants, PÞ&- 
ftam plane Eccleſie'vofire, wherein you may note 
the4pirit of the man, how much itodsfrom Telus 
by being fo leſuited, With how much more rea- 
ſon mighttheſe nien retort thoſe tearmes 
his owneand the Teſaits vndeſerts , and 
on Father Cewbacke, his, and with him all _ 


chicles priumum wouens? For the Arch 
{elteis intruth but merger mouens in _ 
Schifme (to wit) berweene the fatd Genbikrae 


Rome, and the Prouinciall-Tefuit heere , berwixt 
whom,asbetwixtewo diſhes he is ſeru* d vp to our 
table for ſuch daintie as you ſee. This is thae 
Arch which the -Iefuits haue made, or rather 
which makes the Tcfuits,and with ther, way fot 
rh- Spaniard to. pafſevuer into. England if God 
defend not. This is our eccleftafticall-Triumui- 
rate atthis day, vere peſticecclefie patrieq; moſtre 2s 
they kane vied the matter, and nat the Oppo:

As for the firſtof them, beſides the diſparage

betray to Spaine. Wherein whatſocuerI, or anie 
ather haue ſaid or written, ifthe Icſuirs take it (as 
hypocritically they boaſt) rather for a Probate of 
their patience,then a juſt deteQion of their guilt: 
much good may it doe their conſciences ( (ow 
God) F for my owne partno whit enuying ſuc 
their ſecuritie, but rather reſting verie welffatish+ 
edof my owne. And thus (my good cofin)if I 
haue hereby complyed ought to your auaile to» 
wardthe right, as well as I haue with God & my 
conſcience, toward the honour of good Cardi-
